Fovever, es soon as tre reel ncgotietions begin, tre United 
States ts to confcr with Great Britein eccording to errengcment, 
Trercfore, wren trat time arrives, ncgotietions will be eerried 
on jointly vith the United Stetes end Jepsn."
